RELATIONS WITH THE OOCBT. 

Palmerston s relations with t^ueen Vic- 
toria were never aa cordial as those of bis po- 
litical opponent. Lord Derby ; and between 
the Prime Minister and the Prince of Wales 
there waa, till recently.an open feud. The 
arrogant bearing of tbe Minister was at the 
bottom of this dislike. At times lie assum- 
ed hln.'-s: the functions of royalty. In 
1850, when Lord John Russell was* Prime 
Minister aud Palmerston Foreign S- oreta- 
ry.tbetfueen addressed to LordRusaell the 
following piquant note : 

" The Queen requires, liret, that Lord 
Palmerston will distinctly state what he 
propose* in a given case, in order that the 
Queeu may know as distinctly to what she 
is i: \ ing her royal sancti-tD ; secondly, hav- 
ing once given her sanction to a measure, 
tkatitbtnot arbitrarily altered or WkOtMflmd 
by the Minister. 8n?h «n act she must con- 
sider aa failing iu sincetity to the Crown, 
and juatly to be visited by the exercise of 
her constitutional right of dismissing tha. 
minister. She expects to be kept informed 
of what passes between him aud the Foreign 
Minister before important decisions are ta- 
ken baaed upon that intercourse; to receive 
the foreign oispatchee in good time, and to 
have the drafts for her approval sent to her 
in sufficient time to make herself acquaint- 
e1 with their c nterts before they must be 
sent off. The Queen thinks it" be.-t that 
Lord John Russeii should show this letter 
to Lord Palmerston " 

Rut-sell did so. The imperturbable Pal- 
MMtfon cent word back that he had tak. n 
a copy of the memorandum and would not 
fail to attend to the directions given, and 
went on just as before. A f • par months lat r 
he rec»gniE«-d Napoleon's coup d'etat with- 
out authority Irom « tt.ert^ie nor Cabinet. 
The Queen indignantly demanded an ex- 
>lanation, and Palmerstou coolly replied 
mewing his dispatch ot recognition, 
leaving poor little Russell aghast at his 
temerity. After this the Queen bad no op- 
tiou but to dismiss her reb-iiious Minister, 
and she did so. But I'aiiuerstou'n nl>j<ct 
waa accomplished, and Nsnole«»n h-,s Bine, 
held undisturbed posses iou of the throne

laureis as a translator may Lope to attain, 
He is, besides all this, a brilliant d^bator, 
and illustrates the dry disputes of politics 
with u profusion of epigram and antithesis 
to which no one can lay claim. A Liberal 
in his youth, a Conservative In his riper 
y ears, lie has seeu both sides of the shield, 
and knows which is silver and which is 
golden. He has ransacked ancient times 
for fresh subjects for bis genius, and revived 
the picture of the corrupt empire of Rome, 
with its wit, its dissoluteness, aud luxury, 
at least as vividly as any modern painter 
of ancient manners.

Lord Palmerston was not married until 
he was liliy-five years of ago. His ehoaen 
wife was the widow of the Kari of Oewper. 
At the time of their marriage Lady Palmer- 
ston was ab ut thirty-seven years of age. 
She also had tour children, the lasue of the 
Earl of Cowper, and all of whom we; e mar- 
ried at the time of her second marriage 
■ of the daughters, Emily Caroline Calh- 
e Frances, was mariietl tol^oid Ash!**y, 
to the earldom of Shafu»bury, and the 
to the Viscount Jocelyn. Her eldest 
eon by Earl Cowper is the praaaal peer of 
that name. Lady Palmerston was an ac- 
complished and fascinating woman, and 
after her second marriage attained a cele- 
brity in the social life of the metropolis 
scarcely inferior to that which the political 
ability ot her busband have won for him on 
the continent of Europe. She was, like her 
husba-d, a great uiplomattsi. It was 
through her that the reconciliation took 
place between her husband and Lord John 
Russell, which resulted iu the formation of 
the Cabinet now dissolved by Palmerst n's 
death. She was an early llame of Pal mar- 
l's when she was Lady Emily Peuniston,

And do you know the rea- 
son why 1 didn't want to be moved around 
to the other side of the jail? The reason 
was, I was thinking about gittiug out of 
here. I want to get out in some t»ay, tor I 
have either got to be hung or go to State's 
Prison for life. Mr. Fenn brought me wa- 
ter once to bathe my feet in, and he will do 
it again, and I'm all re .dy for him this time. 
Now I'll tell you, and you musn't say a 
word about it. To-morrow (Saturday) 
night, I'm going tc send for water again. 
Feuu will bring it up here. When he opens 
the door he will reach in and set the pail 
down as he did before. When he does this 
I am going to take that stick (a center part 
of Mi bead-stead, made of oak, about two 
inches square and two feet long, making an 
ugly weapon,! and knock bim with his face 
down on to the bottom of tbe cell. Then I 
shall put a towel in his mouth, and with a 
rope tie him down so that he can not move 
or make any noise, j( he is inclined to. I'll 
get his keys out of his pocket, and when I 
get outside, the d — 1 himself can't stop me. 
Now, what t I want of you is, to keep out of 
my way. If you get in the way it will be 
the worst thing you ever did. I shall take 
the club with me. I don't want to kill you ; 
but if you are in the way I shall get by you 
In souae way ; but I'll put a towel round the 
end of that stick before I start, so if 3 0 u are 
hit it won't kill you ! You can keep out of 
the way if you have a mind to, by going to 
the other end of the jail, and you needn't 
know anything about it,' <$c. 

Leonard interrupted Starkweather fre- 
quently during his talk, telling him his 
plan wouldn't work, etc.. but the latter told 
him to keep still, and ' Ileur me, b ar me.' 
After he had concluded, Leonard told him 
that he should inform Mr. Fenn .- that a 
man who would murder his mother and 
sister, and then plot the murder of two oth- 
ers, didn't deserve any pity T , etc. This made 
Starkweather greatly excited ; he begged 
that nothing might be said; declared that 
he would always be as he ought to be, and 
s:>ed tears freely. Th»;n he was mad with 
himself f >r having divulged his plot, and 
said if he had kept the secret to himself, all 
wontd have worked well. Finally, he said 
he would give Leonard an order for £2000 if 
be wouldn't say anything aboutthe matter: 
but the latter wasn't to be bribed. He 
couldn't get out to say anything until morn- 
ing, aud he says he'didn't sleep much all 
night, thinking of it. Saturday morning 
he notified Mr. Martin, deputy jaih>r,giving 
him all the particulars of his interviews 
with Starkweather from the start. Mr. 
Fenn was at oncn advised, and in ompany 
with Mr. Martin, weut immediately to 
Starkweather's cell, and talked with him. 
He assntned an innocent air (and he can do 
it whan ha attempts it) aud professed that 
he had no serious intentions of doing any- 
thiug ; that he talked with Leonard to 
' hear himsvlf talk, Ac ;* but there was too 
much know n for his story to be accepted, 
iter* after ilure will b^ a closer watch kept 
upon movements, as in his desperate 
moods he may attempt to make away with 
himsc.f." \

OUy. the gay, witty and elegant gentleman, 
who was at one time the very leader of 
fashion. Seedy habiliments, a bent body 
aud wrinkled lace, have nearly obliterated 
all iu him thit was familiar in the past. 
Inheriting a great fortune, he incieased it 
hugely b\ marriage, and, from his profes- 
sion at the bar, bad an income of lorty or 
fifty thousand a year, mid received a single 
f-e of sixty thousand dollars upon a claim 
on real estate in tbe lower part of the city. 
This wealth he scattered with princely gen- 
erosity aud royal prolusion. He was a Lu- 
cullus at home, and his hospitalities aspired 
to all the magnificence of the ancient Ro- 
mau noblemau. 

In 1837 he gave a single soiree that cost 
$25,000, and which exceeded in splendor any 
thing ever belore known here. The very 
floors over wbich the dancers moved were 
c .ven d with scenic paintings, the work of 
the most accomplish *d artist then in New 
Orleans, and in the saloon where gaming 
tables were arranged stood two baskets, 
one filled with bank notes and the other 
with gold, for tbe use of those guests who 
were unfortuuate with the fickle godess. 
The dispenser ot this gorgeous hospitality 
is now dependent upon his relatives. He 
takes his losses wi',h Christian, resignation, 
aud does not fly from the world or rail 
against it, like Timon of Athens, but moves 
through the world with a pleasant and ur- 
bane manner, as if he bad still the princely 
fortune at command. Such cases as this 
are common since the war, and in this 
"Relic of the past," the Crescent writer has 
been happy in bringing out one of the best 
features of the Southern people. It is not a

— This was an a< tiou of ejet inient. Tbe real 
estate lies in tLe City of Brooklyn. The 
plaintiff was born a slave in tho State of 
Virginia, but purchased her freedom prior 
to 1835, since which year she has been a 
resititnt of the State of New York. She 
claimed title to the pre.nises as beir-at- 
law of her uncle, Glasgow Walker, wbo was 
also born a slave in Virginia, but purchased 
bis freedom prior to 1h;55, since which year, 
until his death, he also resided in this State. 
In 1M2 he purchased the real estate, the 
subject <>f this action, and died in 1853, seiz- 
ed ttiereof, intestate and without issue. 

Tho right to recover was resisted, on the 
ground that tbe plaintiff had no inheritable 
blood, becaase the laws of Virginia did not 
allow marriage among slaves, wito were 
mere chattels, and legally incapable of 
marriage, of family relationship, and of 
owning, transmitting and inheriting real 
estate. The code of Virginia was introduced 
aud cited by tbe defendant's t- Dunsel in sup- 
port of this theory. 

The Court directed a verdict for the plain- 
till', and judgment on the verdict, subject to 
tbe opinion of the court at general term. 

Shocking Occurrence. 
A shocking tragedy occurred in the town 
of Cale Ionia, Racine county, Wisconsin, on 
the 1st inst. A lad named John Stitesky, 
aged nineteen years, shot first his father 
and motber and then himself. The follow- 
ing are the circumstances : The father, who 
was a farmer in excellent circumstances, 
bad been laboring in the woods during the 
day, aud had come in at nightfall for bis 
supper. The meal was prepared, and the 
mother called John, who is an only son, to 
come in to tea. Tbe aged 'couple Bat down 
to their meal, thinking the boy would pres- 
ently join them, when suddenly a shot was 
fired through the window of the room, and 
tbe father- was struck by a ball in the left 
arm, completelv shattering it at the elbow. 
Tbe motber started up, and at the same in- 
' stant another report resounded, and she 
was struck in the abdomen by a bullet, 
which passed completely through her body. 
Tbe next moment another discharge was 
heard in the yard, and the falher summon- 
ed strength enough to get out doors, where 
be found his son weltering in his blood, and 
aire idy gasping his last. The murderer 
died almost instantly. The father and 
motber were both alive at last accounts, but 
there was no possibility that tbe latter could 
supvive, while it is exceedingly doubtful 
whether the father recovers. The murderer 
was not of sound mind, but 
ed as insane.

full of foreboding; the forwardness with 
which those who had been bitterest in dis- 
loyal speeches and deeds, thrust before 
their country their professions of willing- 
ness and desire to at one for all they had 
done, in any way the General Government 
might ordain, was a most portentious omen; 
the early clamor for the removal of the 
troops, inexplicable on the ground that 
those making it intended fidelity to their 
professions, was another bad omen. 

Yet the powers that be ordained that the 
experiment should be tried. And we have 
the humiliating spectacle of political dem- 
agogues and gamblers, men who risked and 
lost every thing in the cause of the rebellion, 
coming forward and claiming the privilege 
of having tbe constitutions of the new States 
represent and protect the principles which 
gave birth to the rebellion. Probably none 
of the States that have held Constitutional 
Conventions for reconstruction, so forcibly 
illustrate thiH as Georgia— the State that 
next to North Carolina showed the largest 
Union sentiment in 18G1, and which gave 
Jeff. Davis and his Government the most 
trouble. The members elected to the Con- 
vention met, and after taking an oath to 
"bene -forth faithfully ' upport, protect and 
defend the Constitution of the United States 
and the Union of the States thereunder," 
proceeded to business. 

Business seems to have been taken up and 
transacted, without greatly belying the 
promise at tbe outset oi harmony and con- 
servatism ruling its sittings, although its 
attitude is described as "highly sensitiveand 
almost belligerent" The Governor in his 
message reported the entire debt of the State 
at $20,813,525, of which $18,135,750 was con- 
tracted in support of the rebellion. This 
latter portion of the debt, he took great pains 
toshow that Georgia could not, and must not, 
be expected to pay. Any such step as its 
payment was forbidden by three plain and 
undeniable facts: the position of tbe State 
a! the time the debt was created; the objects 
lor which it was contracted and the money 
used, and the contingency on which its pay- 
ment was made to depend. The issue ol 
the war had extinguished all claims from 
this source, and left no legal or moral obli 
gation to pay resting upon the Georgia of 
to-day. Hence, to talk of repudiation in 
connection with the payment of such debts 
would be but a perversion of language, arid 
evince un unprincipled and reckless at- 
tempt to sustain a desperate cause by re- 
sorting to the blackguard's favorite mode 
of argument, tbe use of "odious words and 
opprobrious epithets." 

The position of Governor Johnson as Pro- 
visional Governor, acting under the direct 
instructions of the President, was proof pre- 
sumptive that he spoke as one having au- 
thority to speak on all questions affecting 
the resumption of the relations of State to 
the Unittd States. A disclaimer of snch 
authority by him was necessary bafore any 
man in that Convention, without violating 
the spirit of his oath and belying his pro- 
fessions of loyalty, could go behind the re- 
commendations and statements of his mes- 
sage. There were three topics brought 
forward, and it was distinctly stated what 
action the General Government required 
the applying State to take on each as a con- 
dition oi admission. The Governor summed 
up the whole matter about paying the rebel 
war debt by saying: 

"In s word, ordain solemnly and delib- 
erately, that no Legislature, now or hereaf- 
ter, shall, directly or indirectly, in wholeor 
in part, assume to pay, in any manner, 
these demands, unconstitutional in their 
creation, and many of them without even 
the countenance of equity to support them .' 1 
After listening to this message, who but a 
determined rebel would get up in any but 
a rebel convention, as Mr. Warren, of Pu- 
laski, did in this same Convention, and 
move, that a committee be appointed to 
"wait upon his Excellency, the Provisional 
Governor, and inquire of him whether he 
knows, from his official connection with the 
authorities at Washington, that the repudi- 
ation of the debt incurred by the State of 
Georgia during the late civil war, is essen- 
tial to tbe resumption of amicable relations 
with the United States Government?" 

Surely here was effrontery enough to set 
up Mr. Warren in the eyes of all lebeldom. 
As if he had requested the Convention to 
choose a committee to wait upon his Excel- 
lency and inquire of him if he had not re- 
ceived instructions from Washington to eat 
his'own words.

One 
thing, however, is certain; come ai i it may, 
and when it may, it will come a uddenly, 
and, it is to be feared, unexpectedly » and un- 
prepared for, as the thunderbolt < >ut of the 
clear sky. Then there will be litt le time to 
prepare for turning it aside, or a. bating its 
ravages by sanitary regulations. What is 
needed in every city and town, j is a pre- 
requisite to all hopes or efforts t ; i meet It 
efficiently, is a Board of Health, t <n intelli- 
gent and thoroughly practical a a there is 
material for. The condition of streets, 
gutters, alleys, sewers, back y ards, cellars, 
out-houses, the personal cle* mliness, diet, 
habks, &c. of the inhabit*: its should be 
within its jurisdiction. For,.' u though there 
is a great deal of mystery as to its causes, it 
is well settled that uncleanl iness, both per- 
sonal and public, and erro rs of whatever 
kind in diet and habits, nol only favor its 
propagation, but add fear! ully to its vio- 
lence. 

It is pretty generally re| ravded by medi- 
cal men as slur. ply epidemic, but in no 
sense contagious. Hence, th e care of those 
suffering from it is not of itself dangerous. 
This is proved t y statistics. The following 
testimony on this point iu from a recent 
medical report upon the ravages of Asiatic 
cholera : 

Of three hund.-ed medical men engaged 
in practice in Bengal during the epidemic, 
but three took th e diseaee. At Bombay 
none of tbe hosp ital attendants were at- 
tacked, though they were with the patients 
day and night. Of one hundred and unu 
attendants at the II ospital Royal, Madras, 
but one was attacked, though they com- 
monly nhared the same bed with the pa- 
tients when off duty. Those who escaped 
the scourge, followed the medical directions 
to prevent it, of which tbe proper ones wero 
cleanliness and a proper diet. 

Our city authorities have something to 
do. And they can not begin too early. If 
we would avoid that excessive fear, wlveh 
predisposes so powerfully to the disei.se 
that it has gained the name of cttolerap.'io- 
bia, there must be an intelligent and thor- 
ough preparation lor its coming.

The Morning Post is apparently going 
into tbe opposition, and says tbe feeling ol 
tbe country towards Earl Russell's minis- 
try will be one of total sympathy.

It will be no easy matter to recon- 
struct bis Government in the House of 
Commons, but he must certainly introduce 
eouie fresh elements to retaiu the majority 
nominally acquired. 

The Advertiser thinks it will be impossi- 
ble lor Mr. Uladstonc to manage the House 
ol Commons, unless he receives more help 
than is visible at present. 

The Herald says: If Earl Russell makes 
any radical move, the conservatives will 
certainly lose no opportunity to checkmate 
him. 

The Archbishop of Paris had paid a visit 
to the (Jhelsea hospitals. 

A council of ministers was held on the 
25th. 

The -Bourse on the 25th was fiat, and 
rentes closed at G8f. 

The Prinwe aud Princess Napoleou ar- 
rived at Turin on tbe 25th. The King aud 
(^ueen of Portugal were expected ou the 
same evening. Tbe towu was to be illu- 
minated. 

Out of sixty-five elections, sixty are 
known to have resulted favorably to the 
Government. 

The Naples Press thinks the Hungarian 
debt is not in accordance with tbe strict 
legal rights of Hungary, but rests upon a 
basis oi equality, and the common interests 
of Hungary and Austria. 

Austria and Prussia have addressed a se- 
vere remonstrance to the Senate of Frank- 
fort. They threaten the Mayor and Senate 
with intervention, should further meetings 
of Delegates be permitted. 

The Prussian Government has announced 
that military force would be used to pre- 
vent tbe inhabitants of Schleswig from 
recognizing the Duke of Augusteuberg, or 
any other person, as having authority in 
that Duchy.

It has been decided by the express wish 
of Queen Victoria that Lord Palmerston 
should be honored with a public funeral in 
Westminster Abbey. Most of the towns 
will be represented by deputations. Busi- 
ness in London will be almost entirely sus- 
pended. The Stock Exchange will be 
closed. 

No official announcement has been made 
concerning changes in the Cabinet, but an 
official announcement would be made after 
the Palmerston funeral. 

The Globe says the Qneen had expressed 
a wish that Russell would accept the Pre- 
miership. Russell had received cordial 
assurances of support from all of nis col- 
leaguss. 

Tbe Globe believes Clarendon will take 
the foreign office. Public opinion generally 
favors Russell. 

The Times, which at first favored Glad- 
stone, has rather veered around, making it 
appear that tbe only reason and necessity 
for Russell's appointment- was because 
England bad still to settle with America, to 
their mutual satisfaction, and Russell was 
well posted on the subject, and bad a repu- 
tation to lose by it, in case of compliance or 
needless war. 

The African project was thought of, but, 
owing to the insurrection in Soudon, troops 
could not be spared, so th- project fell. The 
Times says: If America had reason to 
think such a scheme had been proposed, 
she was fully justified in remonstrating. 
Apart from introducing Musselmeu troops 
into Mexico, America had unjust complaint 
against Ponce. It is quite certain Uiat th"> 
occupation was temporary. 

The Fenians were to be tried by special 
commission. The excitement has almost 
entirely subsided. 

Tt was stated Mexico was about to settle 
the claims of the holders of deferred lands. 



The free city of Frankfort had energetic- 
ally repelled the imputations of Austria 
and Prussia, and the Frankfort Senate had 
determined to t phold the independence of 
the city. The case is one of attempted spo- 
liation. 

Bombay advicss to the 11th had been re- 
ceived.

Insurrection In Jamaica— Barbarities by 

the Insurgents. 

New Yobk, November 6.— A Havana 
correspondent says that forty insurgents in 
Jamaica have been hung. 

The barbarities that are commited by tbe 
rebels are shocking. Mr. M. Colmark was 
dashed to pieces against a cannon; Rev. Mr. 
Herschell's tongue was cut out; baron Von 
Kittel hoot's fingers were cut off. 

One band of negroes, 800 strong, success- 
fully organized thoroughly, aud with the 
Kingston and others, pressed bravely and 
assiduously forward, capturing several 
prisoners, who were sent to Kingston.

Further About the Cholera ship— Eleven 
New Cases Reported. 

Nkw Yobk, Nov. 6. — Passengers by the 
steamer Europe will be allowed to come off 
to-night. The ship and baggage will then 
be fumigated before leaving the quarantine 
anchorage. 

The Secretary of the Treasury sent a tel- 
egram to Senator E. D. Morgan, of this 
city, to-day, directing that if -the health 
commissioners of New York desire 'it any 
blockade-runner in charge of the Comman- 
der of the Brooklyn Navy Yard should be 
placed at their disposal for the purpose of 
taking on board persons who have come to 
this port on vessel or vessels that may 
bring cases of cholera. 

Mayor Gunther, to whom the subject was 
referred, has written an order to the Com- 
mander of the Navy Yard, and a vessel is 
to bo dispatched to lower quarantine as 
soon as possible. The passengers ot the 
steamer Atlanta, who have not yet been at- 
tacked by cholera, are to be taken on board 
this vessel. 

It is reported to-night that eleven new 
cases of cholera have appeared on the At- 
lanta, all among the steerage 
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The Late Severe <;ale on the 
Coast. 

Nkw Yobk, Nov. 6. — The Herald has fur- 
ther details of the damage among the ship- 
ping on the Florida coast by the receut se- 
vere gale. The steamer Newbern, which 
arrived at Key West on the 28th, picked up, 
on the 26th, four men on a raft, tbe only 
survivors of thirteen, belonging to the ship 
Mercy, of Liverpool, laden w ith mahogany, 
which foundered at sea. They had been 
four days without food or water.
